MR BRANDI'S EVIDENCE. 


Oscar Bravdt, the plaintiff, said—I am‘a 
merchant and commission agent doing bu- 
siness in Hongkong. I was born: and 
educated in Hamburg. My: father was an 
insurance broker, “I have other relatives 
in Hamburg, I have ons brother at the 
head of a larva commorciat firns ; I have an- 
other brother who is ‘at the head of a silver 
mining concern, Ho is known all over 
Burope as a distinguished engincer-and in- 
ventor. TI have: relations in London and, 
New York. There’ is ‘nothing in the gv- 
cond libel which is true with regard to my 
parentuge and’ bringing up. ‘ left Ham- 
burg in 1863 in company. with Mr Guatay 
| Wioler of Hongkung, who knew my family, 
After three months tn Hongkong I went to 
Shanghai a8 chief clerk to Martine, Latham 
& Co, That firm failed in 1867 and I bo- 
came the liquidator. I then centered -an- 
other as chief elorl. I left in 1868 aud 
storted business on my own account as bill 
broker, , L remained ia Bhanghst till ’85;" 
and when Iloft I put siness into the 
hands of Messrs Whi a> Miller. Ti] 
1889T met Mr Fraser Smith in Shanghai, 
Ho bought some of my cast-cff ponies and 
began preliminaries for a racing pariner- 
ship for the following year, I trained and 
rode the ponies,’ Wo were very aucceasful 
that year, I lived in Mr Fraser Smith’s 
house at that time. Iu 1832 I was again in 
Hongkong at the Race meeting and was in 
partnership with Mr Smith; I again stayed 
at his house for five or aix weeks. Tt was 
not s° successful meeting on the wholo. 
Negotiations were begun for continuing the 
racing in the following year, Tha letter 
duted Victoria Gaol, Sch August 1882, was 
sent to ma by Mr Fraser Smith, [Tho 
letter wns put in and read.) I came down 
ta the 83: Race meeting and again went 
into partnership with Mr Fraaec Smith, 
Highland: Fling. wos the pony. meant’ to 
‘win the Derby, Ho went lama abont three 
weeka before tho race. I brought him 
round before tho race, but he was notin 
condition: to go the ‘distance, There was 
considerable luss on that meeting, I wasatay- 
Hing-with—Me_Smith-during—that—mneating, 
Tretarned to Shan: hai.in March.

a letter from Mr Smith, dated Hongkong 
Telegraph, 28th March, 1883, in which there 
was a-question of accounts. tnisrd, and in 
whioh he claims a balance of $215, 1 had a 
counter-account against him to shuw-thab 
he owed me a fow hundred dollars instead 
of my owing him. He has not paid thet to 
‘this day, It was about $3°0, I did not 
send the’ cheqno and I repudiated all! his 
insinuations aud gave reasons, An angry 
correspondences ensied, which was elit 
short by me in June. 1t was resudied 
by a: fricnd!y. letter from Mr Fraser 
Smith, after a silence of five months.

( glovation for ‘ the supply of the- whole 
. district, including Mount. Kellott. I 
recommend the ‘pumping fer vations 
‘reasons. . Although it would no doubt be 
casy to collect the water up there, on the 
plan suggosted Ly Messrs Danby and Loigh, 
there would bo no difficulty in making a 
reservoir, still I think auch a systom vpen 
“to @ very considerable” Objection, namely 
that the reservofr would bu close to a num- 
“bor of houses. On tho Fever Commission 
objections were rained to tho Pokfulum re- 
gorvoir as a suurco of 
_ the number of houses in the drainage area, 
Tf thosa objections had any weight they 
would have still greator weight in this case 
against. making a reservoir under thoge 
houses, Another objection is that it would 
bo a very small pond, before the viow of 
everyone, and if the , water looked at all 
dirty there would sure to bo an outery, I 
have thercfore come to the conclusion that 
pumping ia: the best inethod to ‘adopt. 
The intention is to do this by mcans of 
tho power of the water which will be} 
supplied from the same reservoir, There 
ja a surplus over after the due supply 
of the lowor diatrict,-and it’ is proposed 
“to utilise this to raiso 8 certain proportion 
of the wator tothe Veak, which of course 
will involve na expenditure, excopt s man 
-to look aftor tha machinery; but for the 
time being, until all is finished in town, 
it is intonded, to put up a steam-ongine, and 
this will alwoya be required asa stand-by, 
‘Tha present estimnte includes the coat of 
tho stoam-engine for that purpose. The 
_ steam-ongine will he ercoted on the Bonham 
Road, not far from the site propused for 
tho new gaol, and the water will be sont 
up to the: Peak in wrought ' iron pipes of 
smell diametor, It is proposed to pro ido 
in- the first instance purmping machinery 
and pipes for tho raising of 24,090. gallons 
per day. By working night and day that 
amount can bo doubled... Tt will only be 
necessary to alter this portion of thurme. 
chinery to double or treble the supply as 
oconsion’ ‘may. require, Tho, estimate, 
therofore, includis the steam-engine and tho 
pumps. Thoro will a small reservoir be- 
hind Mountain Lodge, another one near 
the flagatuff, and four ollers scattered

will bo distributed thr..ugh the district by 
a pipe which will run from the Mountain 
Lodge Reservoir all round 3. one loop. will 
yun round Mount Kelletand another round 
Mount Gough, and tho water will bo 
further taken a8 far as Wanchai Gap allin 
wrought iron pipes.
